At this Writing it it not definitely 


known wUlbtr the voters bate affirmed 
or rejected the lottery amendment. II 
they bate voted it down that will end 
the question lor all time to come. 
Tbere u nothing progrewiv* or enlight- 
ened about a lottery, for it it a game in 
which intelligence plays no part, and in 
which prudence is made subordinate to 
recklessness, althongh in itself it » 
probably one of ibe least harmful of all 
gambling proportion*. The defeat oi 
the amendment, it it is dtfeated, will 
prevent the moralixta ot the other Stutes 
from rolling the sweet morsel of "rot- 
tou borough" nnder their tougaeR, aud 
compel them to acknowledge that Ne 
tada has uad i n« grt at Bpai>m of virtue, 
and there would uot be uuy additional 
de ladatioo for tbe State with tbo » 
wuo look upon a lottery scheme us 
relrogreusiTe movtmeut. If the voit-ra 
have signified their approval of tbe 
scheme then tbe Legislature will be 
called opou to wisely eierciNe the irasi 
coufiiitd in deBigmtting the amount an- 
nually p»id into tbe TWsary for the 
privilege. Tbe term a should not all b* 
on the side of the lottery corporation 
If there ate millions in it, the few 
shoolil not be enriched at tba expense 
of the many. The State should huvu a 
fair proportion of the expectant favor 
able finuuoitl results, and we trust the 
Legislature will deal fairly with the of- 
ferings submitted, bat give tbe State 
itselt tbe bene&t oi every resnonabl 
doubt.
